How Foreigners Help Average Brit­ 
isher Spend His Days. 


High society in Chicago is going to 
be regaled with absolutely p ure milk, 
say s uie Journal. One of iheir num­ 
ber, Mrs. Scott Durand, is starting a 
model dairy at her home, Crabtree 
house, in Lake Forest 
The milk will be delivered to p ri­ 
vate customers and to six of the most 
exclusive restaurants. 
It will net be served in a p lain, 
every day glass or a bottle, but will 
come in artistic little milk jugs made 
esp ecially for this p articular milk. 
Each restaurant is having these jugs 
made in a sp ecial design. 
One will 
have them in terra cotta, another in 
terra cotta and blue, a third will have 
silver and glass, with rattan handle 
and the 
“Crab 
Tree" 
dairy trade 
mark, a crab tree covered with p ink 
blossoms on a shield, and still another 
will have the jugs in cop p er. 
These 
will be sealed up in the dairy and not 
op ened until the customer op ens them. 
The dairy itself is to be a thing to 
dream of night. There is nothing like 
it in the Middle W est 
At Ashville, 
N. C., Mr. Vanderbilt has a similar 
dairy , and at Southboro, Mass., just 
out of Boston, the Burnetts have one. 
Mrs. Durand has visited these dair­ 
ies. and last winter went to Holland 
for the exp ress p urp ose of study ing 
dairy ing there. 
“The only thing I learned In Hol­ 
land,” she said, “was a lesson in 
scrup ulous cleanliness.” 
The “Crab Tree” dairy will stand 
in the midst of geraniums and old- 
fashioned flowers, with wide p astures 
on either side. The buildings will be 
of white cement with red tiled roofs. 
While their erection is under way the 
sixty cows. Jersey s. Guernsey s and 
Holsteins, will be housed in temp orary 
stables. A few of the p rettiest of them 
will be p icked out and p ut into the 
p astures for the sake of the p icture, 
but the joy of grazing is not for the 
other cows. 
“Peop le don’t 
p asture cows any 
more,” said Mrs. Durand. 
“It isn’t 
considered best for them. 
They are 
fed at regular 
times on ’ensilage,’ 
which is green com and stalKS cut 
up and p acked away in -what is known 
as the ’silo.’ 
“John E. Thomas, of the state ex­ 
p erimental station of Madison, Wis., 
will have charge of the dairy and he 
will have seven assistants, five men 
and two boy s, all from the agricultur­ 
al college. 
“They will all wear white linen uni­ 
forms, and the drivers of the wagon 
will be in white linen livery . 
“The latest sanitary p ails will be 
used for milking, and the milk will 
be carried from the stables to the 
dairy by overhead trolley s. There it 
will all be cooled and clarified. The 
evening milk will be sep arated, and 
the morning milk 
bottled without 
sep aration, and the jugs p acked in 
p ails with cracked ice. 
“I don’t know why such a thing 
has never beeen done before. 
Fm 
sure it’s needed, and I think it « ill 
stir up the other milkmen.”

7 :30 p . m.—With his wife and his 
daughter—who enjoy s the liberty that 
American girls p ossess—dines at a 
restaurant according to the French 
custom, and during dinner they talk 
with much of the imp rop riety which 
is sup p osed to be common in France. 
9 p . m.—They attend a theater at 
which there is p erformed a p lay that 
has been adap ted from the French. 
11 p . m.—They end the evening by 
having sup p er at a hotel which has 
been designed on an American p at­ 
tern, and is controlled by an Ameri­ 
can-trained manager; having hurried 
throughout the day . as do the Ameri­ 
cans. and devoted his whole attention 
to the p ursuit of wealth according to 
(heir examp le. 
12*30 a. m.—He retires to bed, his 
wife being attended at the last by a 
French maid, who finally switches off 
the electric light that has been adop t­ 
ed from the United States.

The installation of a grand master 
of the Chinese secret orders in the 
United States, popularly known as the 
“Chinese Freemasons,” has aroused 
interest In the question of the con­ 
nection b etween the Chinese secret 
societies and the Masonic b ody, says 
the Washington Star. 
Allusions to 
“Chinese Freemasonry” appear peri­ 
odically in the newspapers, though ac­ 
cording to the Cyclopedia of Frater­ 
nities there is no such thing as Free­ 
masonry among the Chinese. 
The only Masonic lodges in China 
are in the foreign concessions at the 
seaports. 
Their memb ership is com­ 
posed ex clusiv ely 
of 
others than 
Chinese, and they are conducted un­ 
der foreign w'arrants. 
The rites if 
the Chinese secret societies b ear some 
resemb lance to those 
of the Free­ 
masons, which accounts for the popu­ 
lar supposition of a connection b e­ 
tween the two. The similarity, though 
more anparent than real, is lemarka- 
b le in v iew’ of the antiquity of b oth, 
and the impossib ility 
of either to 
hav e b een patterned after the other. 
China is filled with secret societies, 
most of which hav e for their ob ject 
the ov erthrow of the Tsing dynasty, 
with a pretended b enev olent purpose 
to v eil the political significance of 
the organization. The most powerful 
of these societies, 
the Kalao Hui, 
numb ers more than 1,000,000. 
The Cyclopedia of Fraternities con­ 
tains an account of an initiation cer­ 
emony at a Chinese lodge in Spokane, 
Wash., at which 
four white men, 
Freemasons, were present b y inv ita­ 
tion, The lodge represented a b enev ­ 
olent b ranch of the Kalao Hui. There

Willie Hand, a Manhattan boy, was 
discharged yesterday from the Sea 
Breeze hospital, on Coney Island, af­ 
ter 40 w’eeks’ treatment. 
When he 
went there, suffering from tuberculo­ 
sis of the shoulder blade and with two 
gaping wounds in his snoulder, even 
the physicians had little hope for his 
recovery. 
Italy was the first country to adopt 
sea air treatm ent for surgical tuber­ 
culosis, and that country, Germany. 
Spain and France all have govern­ 
ment supported hospitals. 
England 
has only one hospital, and the only 
one in this country is the Sea Breeze 
home. 
Willie Hand’s case is regarded as 
a typical one. 
He had been treated 
In city hospitals, but there had been 
no improvement in his condition. On 
the contrary, his shoulders had be­ 
come worse. As a last resort he was 
taken to Sea Breeze home. That was 
In last August.
